College Opens 68th Year 
As 1,390 Students Enroll 

The College moved into its 68th term this fall with 1,390 
full-time students enrolled, a new dean taking hold of his du- 
ties, and a president who has become a familiar figure on the 
campus scene while rounding out his first year on the job. 

There are new faces on the 
faculty and staff, sounds of con- 


struction as Alpha Hall renova- 
tions continue, and plans for the 
Alumni Physical Education 
Building scheduled for construc- 
tion before the second semester 
closes. 

The 1,390 full-time enrollment, 
another record, includes 330 
freshmen and approximately 120 
transfer students. In addition to 
the full-time students, there are 
121 part-time students enrolled 
for classes during the first se- 
mester.

Service Available 
Soon For Alumni 

Alumni of Elizabethtown Col- 
lege now engaged in teaching 
careers will soon have a new 
placement service at their com- 
mand. 

Robert V. Hanle, director of 
Placement Services, has an- 
nounced that his office is par- 
ticipating in a new, world-wide 
placement service established by 
ASCUS, t)he Association for 
School, College and University 
Staffing. 

Located in Hershey, Pennsyl- 
vania, ASCUS FILE, The Fast 
Index to Locate Educators, will 
be completely operational by 
November 15, 1967, for educa- 
tional placement for School 
Year 1968-69. 

Working with the Information 
Service Department of General 
Electric and their Computer 
Time-Sharing Service, ASCUS 
B'lLE wili establish a national 
manpower bank of educators 
available to school and college 
officials in need of educational 
personnel. 

This service is free to all ed- 
ucational candidates. 

Those who are mobile, i.e., 
willing to move beyond com- 
muting distance of their pres- 
ent locations, will find ASCUS 
FILE of great value. All they 
need to do is to register through 
the Placement Office where 
their confidential credentials are 
on record. 

ASCUS FILE is serving a 
three-fold purpose: (1) provid- 
ing maximum visibility to candi- 
dates: (2) providing maximum 
accessibility for employers; and 
(3) enhancing the career coun- 
seling role for professionals in 
educational staffing. 

The utilization of automated 
data retrieval systems will per- 
mit an employer who has access 
to a teletypewriter, for example, 
to have names and addresses of 
prospective employees who fit 
the job qualifications in a mat- 
ter of minutes after the descrip- 
tive data is fed into the com- 
puters. 

If job vacancy notices are 
mailed to ASCUS FILE in Her- 
shey, the names and addresses 
will be in the mail within 
twenty-four hours to the school 
officials w(ho sent in the notices. 
This is another example where 
automation will prove a boon to 
educators and employers alike.

Back From Vietnam 

An American physician faces 
challenges in Vietnam that 
most U.S. doctors see only in 
textbooks. Important causes of 
death in South Vietnam are 
malaria, tuberculosis, intestinal 
parasitism and other intestinal 
diseases, pneumonia, meningitis, 
typhoid fever and a wide range 
of war wounds caused by 
mines, booby traps, small arms 
fire, and air or artillery bom- 
bardment. Thousands of civil- 
ians need treatment and reha- 
bilitation after war injuries. 

Diseases causing disability 
throughout the population include 
tracoma (four-fifths of the people 
infected at one time or another), 
leprosy, bacillary and amebic 
dysentery, smallpox, and nutri- 
tional disorders. 

South Vietnam has about 120 
hospitals, of which 101 serve ci- 
vilians. All are overloaded; at 
times, two or even three patients 
have been accommodated in a 
single bed.

pointment. Contracts are for two 
years renewable by mutual 
agreement. 

Average starting salary is 
$2,280 per year plus $100 sti- 
pend for each year of leaching 
experience prior to starting 
with TWAP. 

“Teachers are placed even 
though they may not have cer- 
tificates of teaching, or even 
though they may not have pro- 
fessional courses. It is very im- 
portant that they have strong 
majors with 35 hours or more in 
their major teaching area. It is 
important to be well-prepared in 
the subject to be taught. Teach- 
ers with experience and the bet- 
ter qualifications are certified at 
high salaries. Salaries are accord- 
ing to established scales,” the di- 
rector said. 

Dr. Berkebile, who returned 
to the College campus in mid- 
June following a five-week 
T"WAP inspection to Ghana and 
Nigeria, said that teachers gen- 
erally are recruited January 
through June for the Septem- 
ber placement. It requires six 
months to process an applica- 
tion for placement. 

Fields of teaching most in de- 
mand in West Africa, according 
to Dr. Berkebile, are in the 
sciences and mathematics. 

Also needed are teachers in 
the fields of English and litera- 
ture, French, industrial arts, 
home economics, business ad- 
ministration and engineering. 
Practically all teachers are asked 
to instruct at least one class of 
English instruction: all teach- 

ing is done in English, the of- 
ficial language of both Ghana and 
Nigeria. 


Teachers are granted departure 
and arrival money to cover ex- 
penses of physical examinations, 
lab tests, x-rays, passports, visa 
costs, inoculations and allowance 
for his first month of service on 
the field. 

The program pays the costs of 
a placee’s participation in an 
accident and sickness insurance 
plan recommended for partici- 
pants in exchange-of-persons 
programs by the Institute of In- 
ternational Education and the 
National Association of Foreign 
Student Advisers includes placee, 
his spoxise and up to three un- 
married children residing in Af- 
rica. 

Following completion of his 
tour of duty according to his 
contract with one of the African 
countries ministries of educa- 
tion, TWAP will pay a resettle- 
ment fee to a placee. 

Within' 30 days of the teacher’s 
return to the United States, he 
is requh'ed to file with the TWAP 
office at Elizabethtown, a physi- 
cal examination report on every 
member of his family. All costs 
involved in these terminal exam- 
inations are to be paid from the 
resettlement grants. 

Approximately 25 teachers a 
year are recruited for service; 
about 25 teachers are returned 
home each year, Dr. Berkebile 
noted. 

Teachers are employed by the 
ministries of education of the 
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Dr. Morley J. Mays assumed the mantle of President of 
Elizabethtown College October 1, 1966. He has marked his 
first anniversary as 10th chief executive here. The ETOWNIAN 
in an interview with the President attempted to determine Dr. 
Mays’ personal attitudes toward the College, as well as dis- 
covering the role of a college president on his campus today. 

Q — What is the role of a College President in the 1960's? 

A — It is an exceedingly complex role, primarily because of the 
interest of many groups in the institution. Each group can easily 
assume that its interests have some privileged position in all 
decisions and actions. The role of the chief administrator, there- 
fore, is to try to accommodate these various interests for the good 
of the institution as a whole. Sometimes compromises are pos- 
sible, and sometimes one point of view will clearly supersede 
other points of view. 

Q — Did you have any specific objectives for improvement off 
change for Elizabethtown College when you came here? 

A — When I came to Elizabethtown College I assumed that we could 
hardly speak intelligently about any long range objectives with- 
out serious study of our nature and purpose and also the re- 
sources in staff, funds, and equipment necessary to achieving 
those purposes. My impression definitely is that the over-all, 
general objectives of the College will remain what they have 
been historically, but even so we need to re-state them so that 
they will have fresh relevance for the next decade. 

Q — In yoiir opinion, have you fulfilled your goals? 

A — The EPIC (Elizabethtown Plots Its Course) undertaking is the 
result of this commitment. We expect the results to be prepared 
by the end of the calendar year. By that time we ought to be 
able to determine how to proceed, and we shall then proceed 
as vigorously as possible. 

Q — As chief eoceculive of the College, do you feel you have been 
able to coordinate successfully activities here? 

A — Quite possibly others are in a better position to answer this kind 
of question than I. I am sure that the coordination function is 
not yet perfect. We have tried, however, to keep all activities 
under some general kind of scheduling control through the 
office of Mrs. John Nees. 

Q — At the beginning of your administration you commented thal 
communication among administrators, faculty and students was 
vitaL However, one of the main criticisms of the College com- 
mumty here it its lack of fluent communications between of* 
ficialdom and the student body. Would you comment on this? 

A — I have discovered that lack of communication is a hazard in al- 
most every institution. However, I think we have made some 
determined efforts to overcome it here. I personally have found 
the Ccimpus Forum (Campus Council last year) quite helpful, 
as have been also my informal contacts with students. In the 
faculty and administration we have a new publication called 
News and Notes, which comes out once every month as an im- 
portant communications medium. No one ever solves the com- 
munication problem finally, and we need constantly to be 
working at it. 

Q — What is the future of a small, private church- related institu- 
tion? Can it meet the challenge of expanding costs, increasing 
demands and governmental intervention? 

A — My crystal ball is not very clear on the future of our kind of 
institution. My own feeling is that we shall need increasing 
funds from outside sources, both private and public. I personally 
eim not fearful of governmental interference as a condition or 
consequence oflbe appropriation of public funds to private in- 
stitutions, especially the funds which go to individual students. 

Q — Do you feel that a change in College policy concerning com- 
pulsory chai>el, women's smoking on campus, drinking, drugs 
and sex would be sacrificing the very principles on which the 
College was founded? Or would liberalization or compromise 
perhaps minimize these problems, rather than spotlight them? 

A — Like every college, Elizabethtown College was founded to 
serve the needs of a constituency. I am sure that most of the 
specific items which you mentioned above would appear to 
this constituency to be an unwarranted sacrifice of principle. 
On the basis of my personal experience I am not sure that 
liberalization or compromise minimizes indulgence in activities 
which may be considered harmful. 

Q — Would you summarize your first year at Elizabethtown? Has it 
met your expectations? 

A — My first year at Elizabethtown College certainly has been the 
most interesting and exciting year of my professional career, 
which spans many years. I have some confidence that we have 
succeeded in a number of ways in this year, but obviously re- 
ality seldom catches up with our dreams. Certainly much re- 
mains to be done to enhance the quality of the educational ex- 
perience which we attempt to provide. 


The Alumni Council unani- 
mously adopted new procedures 
for electing officers and members 
to the governing body of the 
Alumni Association at their reg- 
ular meeting Homecoming Day, 
October 14.

The committee shall nomi- 
nate one alumnus for each 
elective office, and alumni will 
will be asked to ratify the slate 
of nominees. 

In other reports adopted by 
the coimcil, the committee on 
Alumni Day under the chair- 
manship of David J. Markey, 
second vice-president, i-eco- 
mended that “the schedule of 
class reunions previously held on 
Alumni Day-May Day be chang- 
ed to Homecoming Day effective 
Homecoming, 1968.” 

In addition, the committee 
proposed that a program of 
continuing education for 
alumni be initiated at the Col- 
lege on Alumni Day-May Day. 

The committee on annual 
alumni appeal recommended in 
its report that two campaigns 
be conducted among alumni for 
the Annual Appeal, a dinner 
campaign and a “telethon” cam- 
paign.

Chapel Policy, Grading System

In the editorial concerning 
compulsory chapel attendance, 
the Eiownian wrote: 

“Religion is not a segregated, 
moral division of a person’s 
life; rather, religion comple- 
ments his intellectual, physical 
and moral animations. 

NO ISOLATION 

“Nor can religious activity 
such as participating in a chapel 
service at the College, be iso- 
lated from the remaining, al- 
legedly non-religious actions of 
a student. 

“The United States Prohibi- 
tion fiasco is historical proof 
that a segment of the country 
cannot change or regulate the 
morals of an ethically diver- 
gent population. 

“Nor can the College legi- 
timately continue to demand 
compulsory attendance at its 
weekly chapel services. Al- 
though Elizabethtown is a 
church-related irvstitution, it 
would be sacrificing principles 
by liberalizing them. By forcing 
students to attend, the College 
is suppressing the freedom of 
individual choice, w'hich sup- 
fwsedly is one of the objectives 
of a liberal arts college. 

SUPPORTS ASSEMBLIES 

The editorial continues to say 
the newspaper supports the 
“convocation-type assemblage” 
for the college. 

“Such academic gatherings of 
the campus community are in- 
trinsic to a liberal arts instiu- 
tion. 

“Let us not limit academics to 
the classrooms, nor bury reli- 
gion in the chapel. Scholasti 
cism and religion are coordi- 
nates; one cannot be divorced 
from the other.’

What is the student of 1967 
like? What does he think? What 
does he do? 

There is no easy answer for 
any of these questions because, 
before he is anything else, the 
student of 1967 is an individual. 

He wants to be recognized as 
an individual, who thinks for 
himself, who makes his own 
decisions and who is allowed 
to live his own life. 

OPPOSITE OPINIONS 

For every opinion, there is 
probably an equal and opposite 
opinion on the campus of Eliza- 
town College. 

Although only a small portion 
of the student body is outspok- 
en about ideas and opinions, 
these students are making 
themselves known — through the 
campus Etownian and a new 
bulletin board, installed especi- 
ally for the purpose of express- 
ing ideas and opinions. 

Located outside North Hall, 
near Baugher Student Center, 
the bulletin board has been 
filled with pro and con opinions 
on the Vietnam conflict. 

Poetry, newspaper clippings 
and handwritten statements 
cover the board, which attracts 
a steady stream of readers. 

But the students are perhaps 
most .concerned about campus 
issues which effect them most 
directly. 

ETOWNIAN STANDS 

The campus Etowian, under 
its editor, Diane Rice of Eliza- 
bethtown, this year has taken 
stands against r-equired chapel 
attendance and against the 
grading system used by the 
college (and most other institu- 
tions of higher learning.) 

An upcoming issue will poll 
students on dress requirements 
for campus activities, classes 


system, the newspaper charges 
that the student is “Forced to 
work for grades issued as a 
grammar school reward, rather 
than as an accurate measure of 
educational achievement.” This, 
the paper says may force the 
average student to “develop an 
attitude of intellectual inferior- 
ity.” 

LEADS TO CHEATING 

Such a grading system “leac^ 
to cheating and false academic 
goals, both on the part of the 
College and the student.” “A 
student who cheats, cheats for 
grades, not an education. A col- 
lege that purposely deludes it- 
self into believing that a blank-' 
et of cum laudes is security may 
find its academic feet out in the 
cold. 

“The aim of this institution 
should be to offer an education, 
not guarantee it. 

“Recent trends in education 
advocate a method using “supe. 
rior,” “pass” or “fail” ratings 
in evaluating the performance 
of a student. It is the job of the 
student or future employer to 
judge the adequacy of the ed- 
ucation for a specific purpose. 

“These are the things the 
college should note in a grad- 
ing system — not whether a stu- 
dent complies with a peculiar 
quirk of a professor or more of 
a small college community, but 
rather whether he has taken a 
self-motivated, healty, unabash- 
ed approach to education and 
the development of his intel- 
lect.” 

These opinions, whether right 
or wrong, are the ideas of the 
students of 1967. The topics are 
what they are talking about, 
and what they’d like to change 
on the campus today.

Laboratory Aids 
Study of Language 


WANTED ... an instructor 
who is untiring, consistent, al- 
ways prompt and alert, never 
sick and never .grouchy! 

Sounds impossible, but Eliza- 
bethtown College has just such 
an instructor. Inhuman, of 
course, and in the form of its 
modem language laboratory, 
which was put into operation in 
January, 1967. 

One of the most important as- 
pects of a classroom, the psy- 
chological climate or atmosphere 
is enhanced favorably when the 
correction of student errors is 
made possible without halting 
the entire class and without em- 
barrassing the student. 

Distractions are reduced, a 
sense of privacy is present, and 
equal facilities eire provided for 
all. Also, simultaneous participa- 
tion in the lesson is made pos- 
sible. . 

While the advanced student 


may work on his own, the teach- 
er is free to work with those 
students who do need his help. 
With the use of lab facilities, it 
is possible for the teacher to test 
groups orally, which is impossi- 
ble in a regular classroom. 

The lab provides a library- 
type arrangement, which per- 1 
mits students to teach them-, 
selves, or correct their pronun- 
ciations or hear material which 
cannot be introduced into the 
regular class period, such as 
music and recordings of radio 
broadcasts. Native voices offer 
variety, as well as authenticity, 
to the student. Also, teachers 
have recorded their own voices 
for student use.

Alumnus Frank Kintzel Retires 
After 53 Years as Teacher 


After 53 years as an edu- 
cator, Elizabethtown College 
alumnus Frank Kintzel is get- 
ting a chance to pursue his 
hobby — taking care of his 
farm in Mason, Ohio 

Frank, who retired in June 
after teaching 40 years in the 
Cincinnati schools, is kept busy 
on his 27-acre Windy Hill Farm, 
where he has budded and 
grafted several hundred nut 
trees — including walnut, pe- 
can, chestnut, filbert, butter- 
nut and English Walnut. 

The farm is his favorite place, 
and his life is geared around 
it — and the animals it at- 
tracts. 

“I plant many bushes sup- 
plying food for the birds,” he 
said. “Meadowlarks by the 
thousands come right up to the 
kitchen to sing every summer. 
I am careful about mowing the 
grass after July 4, because of 
their nests. 

“Lots of wild animals come 
to the farm — foxes, wood- 
chucks and others, and I don’t

Born in Pennsylvania in 
1897, Frank worked his way 
through Elizabethtown, where 
he received his bachelor of 
arts degree. He did graduate 
work at Columbia and Yale and 
taught in Pennsylvania and 
Connecticut before going to 
Cincinnati as a handwriting 
specialist in 1927.

specialists,” Frank began to 
teach mathematics and science. 
“I’m sorry to say penmanship 
is almost a completely lost art” 
he said. Kintzel’s own fine 
handwriting, however, attests to 
his training. As part of his 
experience Frank gave hand- 
writing testimony in federal 
courts, “which was never 
turned down.” 

He was a pioneer in the use 
of audio visual aids in the 
classroom. In 1928 be bought 
his own $80 projector and be- 
gan to show films to his class- 
es. 

“I had to use the only educa- 
tional films available. These 
were produced by business 
establishments and were sent 


to teachers for use in schools. 
The only cost was for trans- 
portation. 

“But the early films were 
not fireproof. One day one of 
my films burst into flames in 
the middle of the class. Fortu- 
nately it was confined to the 
inside of the projector. 

“Naturally the early films 
contained some advertising, 
but I foresaw the day when 
films would be produced spe- 
cifically for education. 

"Today's children, however, 
are over- stimulated in both 
home and school and excessive 
use of modern television. The 
effect of such stimulation 
reaches the point from which 
no retu.rn is possible." 

Frank’s wife, Alma Margaret, 
although born a city girl, shares 
his enjoyment of life in the 
country. They also like music, 
especially Bach and Beethoven, 
and often attend symphony 
concerts. They’ve also visited 
Europe several times and have 
toured throughout Canada and 
and most of the states. 

Frank also is a bowling tan, 
and his proficiency earned him 
the nickname of "Cannonball 
Kintzel" in his early days in 
the sport. 

What is his philosophy that 
has kept him so active and in- 
terested in so many things? 

“I live a day at a time and 
don’t worry unnecessarily about 
the future. When reverses come 
my way, I meet them as nor- 
mally as possible and take 
them in stride.” '

Vietnam Prominent I 


Issue on 

Opinions — nn subjects both 
local and international — have 
stepped into the spotUght on 
the Elizabethtown College 
campus this fall. 

Arguments on topics ranging 
from the student dress code and 
apathy to politics and the Viet- 
nam conflict have been aired. 

No other of these arguments, 
however, has aroused the in- 
terest shown concerning Viet- 
nam. 

"PROJECT VIETNAM" 

Since the organization early 
in the semester of “Project Viet- 
nam” by a group of faculty and 
students, the expression of 
ideas on the topic has been en- 
couraged on the campus. 

The group spoirsored two 
symptosiums on the subject, 
one pro and one con to United 
States participation in the war. 
Both sessions attracted a good 
crowd of students and a good 
deal of controversy. 

In addition, “Project Viet- 
nam” is I'esponsible for much 
of the debate started on the 
“opinion board” sponsored on 
campus by the Student Senate^, 
3-POINT GOAL 

Project Vietnam was organ- 
ized with a three-fold goal: 

1. To develop an awareness 
and interest about Vietnam 
among the students. 

2. To hold an open forum 
where the concerns about Viet- 
nam can be raised and dis- 
cussed. 

3. To have the students ex- 
press their concerns in a com- 
mitment to some form of ac- 
tion. 

MOTIVATION 

The motivation for the pro- 
ject began last summer when 
John Cassel, a college senior, 
worked with John Gosnell, 
minister of education at the 
the Elizabethtown Church of 
the Brethren, on a program in 
Harrisburg called “Vietnam 
Summer.” 

The group was organized af- 
ter a public meeting when 
Prof. Richard Mumford spoke 
on United States policy in 
Vietnam. A smaller group, com- 
posed primarily of students, was 
selected to plan organization 
events. 

At the first foiaim sponsored 
by “Project Vietnam,” “Profs 
Speak Their Minds on Viet- 
nam,” three professors spent 
approximately ten minutes each 
presenting arguments which 
either directly or indirectly ex- 
pressed dissatisfaction with 
the present United States Viet- 
nam policy. 

POLICY OUTLINED 

At the second forum, three 
other professors explained their 
points of view and outlined the 
policy of the United States to- 
ward the conflict. 

But at each forum, for each 
opinion presented by a panel

member, their was strong re- 
buttal from someone in the au- 
dience — sometimes a student, 
and sometimes a faculty mem- 
ber. 

In other areas of controversy 
on campus, however, the stu- 
dent edition of the “Etownian” 
has taken the initiative. 
CAMPUS APATHY 

One, concerning apathy on 
campus, charges that both stu- 
dents and faculty are bored and 
boring. 

“One might assume that the 
progress of Elizabethtown Col- 
leg within the past 10 years is 
indicative of a desire on the 
part of College administrators 
to establish a true community 
of scholars. Outward and visible 
signs are obvious: library addi- 
tion, new dormitories, a new 
classroom building and a re- 
vamped student union with, 
plans for new physical education 
facilities and a fine arts build- 
ing. 

“Yet scholarship implies not 
merely a place for study but 
a spirit- for study. 

“Any college expanding as 
rapidly as Elizabethtown finds 
itself confronted with . a series 
of major and minor problems. 
The most bothersome is apa- 
thy.” 

The writer goes on to charge 
.that “save for an energetic and 
articulate minority,” the .at- 
mosphere at the College is “ior 
the most part timid, unrespon- 
sible and boring.” 

But, he continues, “we are 
not negating the sacrifices and 
efforts expended by many su- 
perior faculty members, both 
past and present, to improve 
this institution. If there were 
none. E-town students would 
still be attending classes in 
Alpha Hall.” 

In an “Etownian” survey of 
student opinion on the dress 
code, apparently feelings are 
mixed. 

Some students feel girls 
should be allowed to wear 
slacks to lunch, while the op- 
position feels that skirts are 
nice and even dressing up for 
dinner on Sundays is desirable. 
As some of them put it: 
“People have to get dressed 
up sometime; it might as well 
be Sunday dinner.” 

“Dressing up for Saturday 
evening is all right, but not 
afternoon. It is unhandy to 
change clothes so often.” 

“If the girls must dress up in 
skirts, the guys should be made 
to wear something more pre- 
sentable then sweatshearts.” 

“A student should be able to 
wear anything he wants as 
long as it is respectable.” 

“I do not think the code is 
that strict. It is more lenient 
than before; besides, we have 
to uphold the E-town tradi- 
tion.”

Helps Coordinate College 


The remodeling of Alpha Hall 
. . . the sick leave policy for col- 
lege employees . . . two problems 
alive to College officials but seem- 
ingly removed from the stream 
of student thought. 

Yet these are only two of the 
questions that keep the six-mem- 
ber Administrative Committee 
on its toes through the college 
year. 

The committee serves as the 
representative governing body of 
all phases of college life. Accord- 
ing to President Morley Mays, its 
main purpose is “to coordinate 
the overall administration of the 
College.”

Expands Broadcast Facilities 


type board, which cost $975, and 
which has been overloaded since 
the station added a radio tuner, 
two cartridge machines, in ad- 
dition to the two turntables and 
two tape recorders. 
TRANSMITTER 

The new transmitter is a single 
60-watt effective radiated power 
(ERP) unit, which contains 60 
percent less tubes than the 
former transmitter, which was a 
20-watt ERP and consisted of 
three separate units. 

The result is a professional 
looking and sounding radio station, 
that the college and every student 
can be proud of. 

In addition, because of its ex- 
panded capabilities, it is felt that 
the station may be utilized as a 
teaching aid for courses in 
speech and journalism, although 
definite plans have yet to be 
worked out. 

WWEC already serves as a 
center for production of college 
public relations broadcasts, and 
for training students in the area 
of broadcasting. Several mem- 
bers of the announcing staff work 
part-time for commercial stations 
in the Elizabethtown area. 

The future of the station will be 
limited only by the imagination 
and skill of those who will use it. 


ment. The installation followed 
a full-scale promotion on the air 
about the expansion plans. 

To kicK off their new station, 
the students planned a week of 
“total operation,’’ on the air 24 
hours a day. This is not unusu- 
al for the beginning of a se- 
mester — the tradition began a 
few years ago. 

But this time, tne total opera- 
tion will herald a new sound for 
the station, and continued ex- 
panded programming hours. 

AUTOMATION ADDED 

In addition to the new basic 
equipment, the station has added 
automation facilities. Now, the 
station will automatically sign 
on at 6:30 in the morning and 
will continue under the automa- 
tion until 3 in the afternoon, 
when disc jockies take over. 

The automation system will 
play recorded easy listening al- 
bums, with station identifications 
automatically played every 15 
minutes. 

The disc jockies will use a new 
eight-channel Gates transistor- 
ized solid-state control board with 
a built-in intercom and sound 
effects system. The new board 
was purchased for $2,995. 

It replaces a four-channel tube- 


Five years ago, in February, 
1963, the dream of a handful of 
Elizabethtown College students 
became a reality when radio sta- 
tion WWEC began broadcasting. 

Today, those students would 
probably not recognize the sta- 
tion by its sound or by its physical 
equipment. 

EXPANSION 

At the beginning of the sec- 
ond semester, WWEC begins 
operation as “contemporary col- 
lege radio,” with expanded 
broadcasting hours and complete- 
ly new equipment. 

In December, the college ap- 
proved expenditure for a new 
control board and transmitter for 
the station, in order to make it 
a more effective voice in campus 
communications. 

The equipment used since the 
station was founded was inade- 
quate. The control board was 
overloaded and posed the threat 
of electrical fire, and the trans- 
mitter was too weak to reach 
several of the buildings on the 
campus. 

INSTALLATION 

Over the semester break and 
during final examination period, 
students installed the new equip-

Alums OK Election Changes 


Alumni Council for its consider- 
ation. The nominees selected by 
the Almnni Council shall be 
listed by office on a ballot for 
mailing to the members of the 
Association for approval at least 
thirty days prior to the Alumni 
Dinner. With alumni ratifi- 
cations of the ballot, the nomi- 
nees are hereby elected to 
the office for which they were 
nominated. The results of this 
election shall be announced 
through the Alumni Council to 
the Association at the Alumni 
Dinner. 

Article IX, Section 3, part d. 
The committee on nominations 
shall consist of the president, 
first and second vice-presi- 
dents, secretary- treasurer, ex- 
ecutive director, two council 
members and two non-council 
members of the alumni to be 
selected by the president. It 
shall be the function of this 
committee to choose a list of 
nominees for officers of the 
Association, foir council mem- 
bers-at-large, and for Alumni 
Trustees to be submitted to. 
the Alumni Council for its 
consideration in accordance 
with the provisions of this 
constitution.

Under the new system the fol- 
lowing points outline the pro- 
cedure effective immediately for 
electing members and officers to 
the Alumni Council. 

1. The committee on nomina- 
tions shall consist of the presi- 
dent, 1st and 2nd vice presi- 
dents, secretary-treasurer, ex- 
ecutive secretary, two alumni 
council members and two 
alumni at large to be selected 
by the president. 

2. The committee on nomi- 
nations shall nominate one 
candidate for each office and 
submit the names to the Alum- 
ni Council for approval. 

3. The nominee for each of- 
fice shall be contacted by the 
executive secretary request- 
ing permission to have his . 
name included on the ballot. 

4. A ballot shall be prepared 
and sent to all alumni in the 
spring of each year for ratification 
by the alumni body. 

To implement the change in 
the election procedure the fol- 
lowing two sections of the 
Constitution shall be amended 
to read as follows: 

Article V, Section 3. The Nom- 
inating Committee shall nomin- 
ate one alumnus for each elec- 
tive office to be presented to the 


Alumni ' overwhelmingly voted

Concert Choir Tour Slated 


Sen. Joseph Clark, Democrat, 
and Congressman Richard 
Schweiker, Republican, outlined 
positions of their respective poli- 
tical parties for “Political Index: 
’68,” held at the College Feb. 
28 and Mar. 13. 

Sen. Clark, the first speaker 
in the program said that the 
three Issues which will dominate 
the 1968 elections would be the 
Vietnam war, fiscal problems and 
crisis in the cities. 

PARTY DIVIDED 

“My party is not united on 
these subjects and neither are 
the Republicans,!’ he said, “Both 
parties are bitterly divided on 
Vietnam. I think everyone wants 
to end that war as soon as it can 
honorably be done.” 

Sen. Clark said that the is- 
sues that apparently will dom- 
inate the campaign are not of 
his selection. “Things I would 
like to be major issues in the 
campaign are air pollution, 
water pollution, conservation, 
a gun bill, a vastly expanded 
poverty program and increased 
aid to education,” he said. 

Sen. Clark also said he would 
propose ‘a reform of the 
draft which would place com- 
pulsory military service where 
it belongs — after high school, 
but before college.” 

FAIR DRAFT 

“It would make the draft fair, 
as it has not been by treating ail 
our young men equally, whether 


they are able to get into college 
or not,” he said. 

This reform, Clark said, “would 
eliminate the clouded and com- 
plex issue of education and oc- 
cupational deferments, since no 
such deferments would 'be need- 
ed.” 

Rep. Schweiker, speaking two 
weeks later, said the New 
Hampshire primary showed “a 
basic dissatisfaction” with the 
policies of the Johnson admin- 
istration.” 

“The results certainly give U.S. 
Sen. Robert Kennedy a good 
reason to get into the Demo- 
cratic presidential race,” he said. 

CAMPAIGN WIDENS 

Schweiker said the New Hamp- 
shire primary was “more than a 
war referendum.” He added that 
Sen. Eugene McCarthy in his 
campaign has widened the cam- 
paigning to issues other than the 
Vietnam war. 

Rep. Schweiker declined to 
predict the winners of the Demo- 
cratic and Republican presiden- 
tial nominations. He did say that 
he thought that both Gov. Nelson 
Rockefeller and Richard Nixon 
would be in the Oregon primary. 

Schweiker said that he felt 
the candidacy of George Wal- 
lace, former governor of Ala- 
bama would “affect the Re- 
publicans in the South and the 
Democrats in the North.” 

Both panelists were quizzed 'by 
a panel of five students following 
their presentations.

Pre- Accreditation Work Continues Here 
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The Campus Life Council is 
a new organization at Eliza- 
bethtown College consisting of 
nine members: three student 
Senators, three administrators 
and three memoers of the facul- 
ty. All members have an equal 
vote on Council actions. 




If all goes according to plan, 
students returning to Elizabeth- 
town in September, 1969, will use 
the facilities of the new physical 
education complex. 

Director of Athletics John Tul- 
ley noted that there has been no 
definite date set for the ground- 
breaking. It is anticipated this 
spring; however, this will depend 
on the final approval of a federal 
grant to the College. 

The new building will be 
financed by a federal loan, the 
College’s funds and a proposed 
federal grant. It is the release 
of this grant that is causing 
'complications now. 

The College’s plans are final- 
ized, according to Tulley, bui 
the College cannot advertise for 
bids until the federal financial 
program is approved. 

Architects'are Hunter, Rea and 
Campbell of Altoona. 

The new building will have 
the long-needed facilities for 
basketball, which will include 
three basketball courts. Seating 
capacity in the main gjin will 
be 3,200. Also, the complex will 
include facilities for volleyball, 
badminton and handball. 

In addition to the courts there 
will be adequate facilities for the 
wrestling team, including wres- 
tling, weight and training 


First built into the faculty or- 
ganization, the Campus Life 
Council was presented to the 
student Senate at the beginning 
of the fall semester, 1967, follow- 
ing proposals made by a joint 
faculty-administration commit- 
tee. It was approved by the Sen- 
ate. 

The proposal was not passed 
when given to the faculty who 
wanted to change it at certain 
points. The Council was approv- 
ed at the faculty’s December 
meeting, received approval from 
the administration, and was 
then Sent back to the Senate. 

In January the students 
asked for a greater representa- 
tion on the concert and lecture 
committee and the academic 
council. Action of this nature 
was not possible at that time. 

Since the organization of the 
Council took from September to 
the middle of January, its first 
meeting was not held until the 
beginning of the second semes- 
ter. 

Its primary function is to serve 
as the decision-making group 
for all policy and programs in- 
volving student affairs beyond 
the classroom. The Council ap- 
proves the policies of others and 
works witih broad and general 
areas of policy. It is concerned 
with housing, food, automobile 
control, athletics, social activi- 
ties, concerts and lectures, and 
student religious life including 
chapel this year and the volun- 
teer approach for the 1968-69 
school year. 


Each faculty member of the 
Council represents the three di- 
visions of the faculty. They are 
Prof. Eugene P. Clemens, Prof.

The Senate hopes to enter- 
tain a recommendation to the 
faculty concerning the invol- 
ment of students in an aca- 
demic policy. 

The Council is responsible di- 
rectly to President Morley J. 
Mays wfho has the power of veto. 
The President may return ques- 
tions to the Council or pass them 
to the Board of Trustees for ap- 
proval. 

Recommendation for Senate, 
staff, CMA and CWA budgets 
also may come from the Council. 

In a final analysis, the Campus 
Life Cormcil brings the students 
and the faculty into a basic de- 
cision-making partnership. All 
members are concerned with the

Also planned are an adaptive 
and remedial area, showers and 
locker rooms for intercollegiate 
sports, a laundry, an equipment 
room, several classrooms, physi- 
cal education offices and a lobby 
and trophy area.

The Elizabethtown College 
physics department has been se- 
lected to participate in the Flint 
Introductory Physics Sequence 
Curriculum Project, under the 
sponsorship of the National Sci- 
ence Foundation. 


Approximately ten colleges 
were selected for the project, de- 
signed to meet problems which 
confront physics teachers and 
which are especially acute in 
smailer colleges. 


said that in the future “the 
problem will be in trying to 
maintain the status quo, much 
less growing.

His explanation — “There 
are more of them to start with, 
they perform better at the same 
age level, and course offerings, 
such as elementary education, 
draw more girls.”

A person needs limits and 
deadlines. If these are not im- 
posed from without, then they 
must be self imposed. One of 
the most widespread fallacies in 
thinkinjj has generally been that 
license is as effective as disci- 
pline for achieving chosen 
goals. 

Let’s examine this concept in 
reference to several areas cen- 
tering around the college cam- 
pus. 

Students cry for more free- 
dom, more freedom, without rea- 
lizing that there is no freedom 
outside the freedom of discipline. 
The freedom of discipline. With- 
in this apparent paradox lies the 
key to the whole bit. Only in 
discipline can one guarantee 
himself the freedom which he 
craves. 

For example, an athlete is not 
free to play to the peak of his 
potential if he has not disci- 
plined himself sufficiently during 
training. 

A large segment of the stu- 
dent body at Elizabethto-wn Col- 
lege — as well as at other col- 
leges — is composed of teenagers 
who have been reared in fairly 
restricted homes. 

T(he first thing these hothouse 
plants do when they reach col- 


how he will die — sleeping on a 
smoldering mattress or as mount- 
ing evidence indicates, by one or 
more of an impressive list of 
heart disesases. 

Any fool can see that man is 
beset already with enough ne- 
cessities. Periodically he must 
take food, eliminate waste, in- 
dulge in sleep, cover (his naked- 
ness. 'Why take on a new ne- 
cessity? 

Again, the only true freedom 
is to be found in discipline. Take 
beer drinking. He chooses the 
“freedom” of following the 
crowd, of having to ask the next 
morning what kind of time he 
had at the orgy. 

SEX 

Take sex. For small snatches 
of forbidden fruit the student 
gains many freedoms. He gains 
the freedom to worry about sup- 
porting a family before he is 
I ready to enter tihe employment 
field — he gains the freedom to 
risk an unscheduled interrup- 
1 tion in his college program. 

What with the war, rising tui- 
tion, and the ever-pressing need 
for a decent sum, does one really 
want to acquire a new dimension 
of fear and frustration under 
jthe guise of freedom. 

I Another move made by our 
'student in his search for free- 
1 dom is the staking of bigger and 
better claims to a share in his * abuse it or those who capitalize 


his stutlies, major in extracur- 
ricular activities. He seeks the 
freedom to concentrate his en- 
ergies in nonacademic pursuits, 
so that future employers and 
graduate schools — impressed 
by clippings and credits only if 
accompanied by a 3-point aver- 
age — may feel free to reject 
him. 

If one gains the complete free- 
dom of the CEunpus and loses his 
right to be there, what has he 
gained? 

PERAHSSIVENESS 

A good deal of today’s world 
seems geared toward permissive- 
ness, not control — license, not 
discipline. The wild recklessness 
of surfing, the current unin- 
hibited style of dress, the motor- 
ing fad which invites every mo- 
torist to be a drag racer serves 
example. 

Cause and effect sometimes 
become confused, the chicken- 
egg problem. It’s like seeing a 
comic who looks more like Ed 
Sullivan than Ed does himself, 
so that Sullivan may conceivab- 
ly start to imitate his imitators. 

So, who can say who Is more 
responsible for the low level of 
respect for discipline, those who

Mrs. Stambaugh explained 
that she feels that the library 
needs something more than 
the few Roman statues that 
have occupied the Periodical 
Room until the present. 

Dr. Stambaugh, chairman 
of the chemistry department 
here, also served the College 
as acting dean of the faculty 
last year. 

Diana, Artemis in Greek 
mythology, was a woodland

Vietnam War 
Takes Shape As 
New Course 

A frequent debate topic finally 
will come under classroom scru- 
tiny next fall as the E-town 
curriculum adds a course on the 
history of Vietnam, 1941-1968.

Our debate team was in Wash- 
ington, D. C., for the National 
Delta Sigma Rho-Tau Kappa 
Alplia Tournament. We went at 
a time when Washington was a 
riot-tom city and was just be- 
ginning to return to order. 

The destruction caused by the 
rioting touched both Negroes 
and whites alike. One Negro 
stood before a burned store and 
loudly proclaimed to a group of 
men, “I don’t know (how many 
grand I poured into that store 

and now look what those 

did to it!” 

As I was walking through the 
riot area, I could discern some of 
my own prejudices. On one 
street, there were no white peo- 
ple in sight and I felt very un- 
comforta'ole. 

Why? 'Why couldn’t I just look 
around me and see people? I 
realized then that I and people 
like me in society were just as 
muoh a cause of the riot as if we 
had been there and thrown the 
first rock or burned the first 
building. 

At one point, I was grasped! 
firmly by the arm and pulled 
. quickly to the side of the street. 

There was a military policeman 
stationed a few yards down the 
street and my immediate impulse 
was to yell for help, but for some 
reason I didn’t. The man who 
confronted me was a middle- 
aged Negro wlho stared me in the 
eye and said, “Do you have any 
money you could give me?” 

^ I replied, “Look, buddy. I left 
my wallet back at the hotel.” 

Then all he said was, “You’re 
not my buddy. You’re a whitey.” 

As he turned and walked away.

In recognizing this, he shared 
with the members of the council 
some of the following statistics 
recently compiled by the alumni 
office: 

1. As of February, 1968, there 
were 5,451 alumni of the 
College. 

2. Of that figure, 70.2% have 
graduated since 1950 and 
45.9% have graduated since 
1960, with two more classes 
to graduate before the de- 
cade is completed. 

3. In 1966-67, 13.0% of the 
alumni contributed to the 
College while the national 
average during the same 
year for alumni giving to 
their Alma Maters was 
21.7%. 

4. FinaUy, 49.1% of all alumni 
live within a 30-miIe ra- 
dius of the College. 

In other action taken by the 
council, it was recommended that 
a “special committee be appoint- 
ed to explore possible avenues 
for alumni involvement in seek- 
ing and recommending qualified 
students for admission to the 
Ckillege, and that a representa- 
tive from the admissions office 
be named to the committee in 


order that programs developed 
are in concert with admission 
policies.” 

ADMISSIONS ROLE 

In discussing this recommen- 
dation it was felt by the council 
that the admissions office 
should be more sensitive in ac- 
knowledging alunmi who have 
suggested or recommended stu- 
dents to the College for admis- - 
Sion regardless of the students’ 
acceptance or rejection. This 
could be done by writing a letter 
of appreciation for the alumnus’ 
interests in their Alma Mater. 

President Hoerner then closed 
the session with an outline of 
some personal comments of his 
own on what areas the council 
could strengthen in its relation- 
ship with the College. 

1. The council should meet 
more frequently. 

2. More interest and involve- 
ment of members of the 
Alumni Council should be 
demonstrated to increase 
Alumni Association ac- 
tivity. 

3. The Council should require 
the submission of the ‘ 
alumni budget for review 
annually. 

4. The council should reflect 
positively what the officers 
of the Association could 
do in taking a stronger 
position for the support 
of Elizabethtown College.

The foundation is the first to 
be established by alumni of the 
college. By-laws were approved 
by the Dauphin County Court 
and a non-profit exemption has 
been granted by the U.S. Intern- 
al Reveune Service, since the idea 
originated in the summer of 1967. 

OTHER SERVICES 

In addition to providing direct 
financial aid, the foundation 
will assist students in seeking 
other available scholarships; of- 
fer guidance and counseling and 
help procure suitable employ- 
ment after graduation, accord- 
ing to Terry L. Bush, president 
of the board of directors of the 
foundation. 

The foimdation is “in no way 
to compete with or replace the 
annual giving fund programs of 
the college,” Bush explains, “but 
it is rather a means by which 
those interested in helping a de- 
serving boy or girl to receive a 
college education can do so.”

Yancey Appointed 
To Research Post 

John M. Yancey, associate professor of psychology at 
Elizabethtown College, has been appointed assistant project 
manager for the Harvard University Computer Assisted In- 


structional Program. 

The summer-long program, fi- 
nanced by funds from the Office 
of Economic Opportunity, will 
study the use of computers in 
teaching basic educational skills 
— reading, writing and arithme- 
tic — to Job Corps trainees in 
Iowa, Prof. Yancey said. 

PILOT PROGRAM 

If the pilot program proves 
successful, he said, it will be ex- 
panded to train Job Corps mem- 
bers throughout the nation. 

“Basically, what we’re study- 
ing is the computer as a sophis- 
ticated teaching machine,” Prof. 
Yancey said. “But it goes much 
farther than that because a com- 
puter can program individual 
training for each person. 

“The computer poses a ques- 
tion and from the answer re- 
ceived can decide where to go 
next. It is programmed for rela- 
tive correctness, even including 
spelling,” he said. “The individu- 
al’s training, then, is contingent 
on his responses,” he concluded. 

RELAY SYSTEM 

Prof. Yancey will be working 
at Harvard, and the computerized 
questions and answers will be 
relayed to a terminal in Iowa. 
The students will use typewriters, 
tape recorders and slide pro- 
jectors in the program. 

Prof. Yancey has been engaged 
in similar research for the past 


several years, both at Elizabeth- 
town and at Florida State Uni- 
versity during summers. 

FLORIDA PROJECT 

The Florida project involved 
use of data processing equipment 
to teach arithmetic to function- 
ally ilUterate adults. He has also 
held a National Science Founda- 
tion research grant to continue 
the study on the Elizabethtown 
campus, where he has been a 
member of the faculty since 1964. 

He will present a paper con- 
cerning the research, “Computer 
Assisted . Instruction Program- 
ming Techniques as an Aid in the 
Teaching of Introductory Psy- 
chology,” at the annual conven- 
tion of the American Psycholo- 
gical Association in San Francis- 
co in September. 

3 -WEEK INSTITUTE 

Prof. Yancey will also attend 
a three-week Faculty Develop- 
ment Institute at Bucknell Uni- 
versity during August. Spon- 
sored by the U.S. Office of Edu- 
cation, the institute will study 
the “Use of Media in Individual- 
izing of Instruction.” 

The participants will do fur- 
ther research on their own cam- 
puses, Prof. Yancy said, and re- 
port to each other weekends dur- 
ing the next academic year.

Two 
recommendations were submit- 
ted: first, the recently completed 
EPIC Report Phase I should be 
submitted to the council for re- 
action and consideration of 
alumni involvement in imple- 
menting the study in Phase II; 
and secondly, that greater em- 
phasis be placed upon counsel- 
ing students during their four- 
year experience on campus. 

EDUCATION POLICY 

In another item on the agenda 
which resulted from a discussion 
at the March 30 Council Meet- 
ing, Dr. Wayne L. Miller, dean 
of the faculty, addressed the 
council to questions raised by 
some alumni on the effective- 
ness of the department of edu- 
cation. In his remarks. Dr. Mil- 
ler indicated that three new 
faculty members with doctoral 
degrees have been appointed to 
the department. 

In addition, Ihe outlined that 
the curriculum next year for 
teacher candidates has been

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Independent Study 
Proves Worthwhile 


Do college students learn better in a classroom lecture 
situation or by independent study? 

Apparently they do equally well 
in either situation according to 
a research project conducted by 
Dr. Austin Ritterspach during 
the spring semester. 


Sixteen of 180 students in 
his required freshman course 
in Biblical history volunteered 
for the independent study pro- 
gram. They attended no lec- 
tures but instead worked on 
their own using a special sylla- 
bus that included sufficient ad- 
ditional readings to cover the 
material dealt with in lectures, 
according to Dr. Ritterspach. 

The students also participated 
in a discussion group once a 
week. They joined with the 
other students for examinations 
and were graded according to 
the same scale. 

Control Group 

“Their performance was then 
compared with that of a control 
group, selected from the lecture 
section. This control group was 
chosen so that it represented 
abilities and backgrounds simi- 
lar to those of the independent 
study group,” Dr. Ritterspach ex- 
plained. 

At the end of the semester, 
the control group had earned 
the following grades; 2 A’s; 3 
B’s; 5 C’s; and 4 D’s. The inde- 
pendent study group earned 2 
A’s; 4 B’s; 5 C’s; 2 D’s and 
one F. 

“With the exception of the 
first exam, the independent study 
group performed as well as, or 
bettCT than, the control group. 
The mean and median numeri- 
cal grade at the end of the 
course is almost identical lor 
both groups, and the distribution 
of letter grades virtually the 
same,” Dr. Ritterspach said.
